FOR the first time, 
clubs in the NSW State 
Soccer League are 
being asked to assess 
their future directions. 
They will be required to 
restructure their clubs to 
provide not only an en- 
tertaining game of soccer, 


but also to adopt an 
aggressive marketing 
approach. 


General manager of the 
NSW Soccer Federation 
lan Holmes believes this 
will lay the foundation for 
Soccer's continued suc- 
cess into the future. 

“It's fundamental that 
our teams play an en- 
tertaining game of Soccer. 
People go to matches to 
watch goals being scored. 
But if clubs aren't pulling 
people through the gate 
then they should give up,” 
he said. 

As a result, the Federa- 
tion is aiming to implement 
a Strategic Development 
Plan for the 1989 season. 

It will look at issues such 
as spectators, funding, 
facilities and the national 
and State competition 
structures. 

“There are 42 semi-pro- 
fessional clubs in the Syd- 
ney metropolitan area and 
this has shattered the sup- 
port base for Soccer. 
There is a move to restruc- 
ture the base on similar 
lines to rugby league,” Mr 
Holmes said. 


“Ideally, we would like 
to have two divisions of 10 
teams by 1991. 

“But Soccer is a global 
sport and we have to allow 
for clubs which are sup- 
ported by ethnic groups. 
We are trying to encour- 
age these clubs to 
broaden their basis of 
membership and make 
themselves more 
accessible.” 


The Federation's de- 
velopment plan will take a 
three-pronged look at the 
state of Soccer in NSW. 


“No one who has a 
great passion for our sport 
can say they are happy 
with the Soccer structure. 
It's our fragmentation 
which needs to be addres- 
sed and this will be part 
one of our plan,” Mr 
Holmes said. 


“Soccer had no direc- 
tion in previous years - 
things at times have just 
bumbled along at the 
national and State levels." 


Part two of the plan in- 
cludes restructuring the 
Federation’s board of di- 
rectors to increase 
membership of outside di- 
rectors with special skills 
and increase their term of 
Office. 


Thirdly, the NSWSF 
plans to develop the con- 
cept of “franchising mem- 
ber clubs so they could be 


properly funded on a 
shareholder basis.” 

“We want to incorpo- 
rate clubs into a company 
structure and encourage 
private enterprise to be- 
come involved with the 
clubs,"’ Mr Holmes said. 


“The sport has to co- 
ordinate its activities. If we 
stick to this plan, identify 
our objectives and put 
together a practical time- 
table — then it has great 
potential. 


“Sport is an entertain- 
ment industry. We are 
competing against other 
sports such as basketball, 
Australian rules, and rug- 
by league — which has re- 
vamped itself and is now 
on the improve. 


“We have to be aggres- 
sive and market our sport. 
The only way we will sur- 
vive is by playing an attrac- 
tive and aggressive game 
of Soccer, which is what 
people want to see,"’ he 
said. 


“There is an ack- 
nowledgement among the 
clubs that something has 
to be done and they now 
have to seriously look at 
their future in Soccer in 
either amateur or semi- 
professional level. 


“Unless we do some- 
thing now, Soccer will be- 
come totally irrelevant,” 
Mr Holmes warned.

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DOWN TO THE NITTY GRITTY 
OF NSW FEDERATION SCHEME 
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THE need for change at 
the semi-professional 
level of Soccer can no 
longer be _ ignored, 
according to a report 
released by the NSW 
Soccer Federation. 

In its Strategic Develop- 
ment Plan which was final- 
ised last December, the 
Federation outlined its 
Objectives and  recom- 
mendations to allow Soc- 
cer in NSW “‘to attain its full 
potential”. 

“The need for change 
should not be seen as a 
criticism of those manag- 
ing the game at the pre- 
sent time,” the report 
says. 

“The present structure 
of semi-professional Soc- 
cer in NSW is simply not in 
a position to solve the 
problems facing the code 
nor to take the code into

the 1990s."" 

Part One of the plan, ‘A 
Proposal relating to semi- 
professional Soccer in 
NSW’ looks at the follow- 
ing 12 areas: 

(1) Restructuring Divisions 
One, Two and Three. 

“There is a unanimous 
view within Soccer circles 
that there are too many 
clubs in the metropolitan 
area chasing too few re- 
sources,” the report says. 

It recommends reduc- 
ing the three divisions into 
two, consisting of 14 clubs 
in 1989, 12 in 1990 and 10 
clubs by 1991. 

This reduction will be 


achieved by a “strict 
application of eligibility 
Criteria”. 


“The Federation must 
also achieve the strategic 
amalgamation of clubs 
based on geographic loca- 
tion, ethnic support and 
access to acceptable faci- 
lities.”” 


VICS PLAN REDUCTION 


THE Victorian Soccer Federation plans to reduce the number of its divisions 
in an attempt to bolster attendances at matches. 


VSF executive director 
George Wallace says top 
players will be pooled into 
fewer divisions where they 
“are not decimated”’. 

This will reduce the pre- 
sent number of State divi- 
sions to 12, with the rest 
being catered for in the 
amateur ranks. 


“We are in the process 
of contracting the Victo- 
rian League because 
there are too many Soccer 
clubs. We believe the re- 
sources of these clubs are 
stretched too far,’’ Mr Wal- 
lace said. 

Plans are also under- 
way to reduce the national 
number of divisions to 
four. 
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The Federation ack- 
nowledges the ‘religious’ 
following behind Austra- 
lian rules football - a major 
competitor to the game of 
Soccer. 


“It's there and we com- 
pete with it on our own 
terms,” Mr Wallace said. 

“Over the past 20 years 
Soccer has improved out 
of all proportions and has. 
come into its own recogni- 
tion.”” 

The VSF claims more 
than 100,000 registered 
players, but support 
seems to be flagging from 
the sidelines. 

“Events such as the 
Buffalo Gold Cup are al- 
ways well attended, but 


when it comes to the bread 
and butter championship 
competitions each club is 
fighting for its own crust," 
he stated, 

However, Mr Wallace is 
confident of a bright future 
for Soccer. 

“We are a world sport 
with recognition. If we 
don’t succeed then it’s our 
own fault. 

“Soccer in Australia can 
be a strong sport, but it 
takes good management 
and administrators - which 
we have - to make it 
succeed. 

“But we have to make 
ourselves successful. It 
cannot be handed to us on 
aplate.” 


Clubs not included in the 
two new divisions will be 
able to participate in the 
Federation's —_Inter-Urban 
divisions. 

(2) Set minimum standards 
for ground facilities. = 

“The poor state of 
ground facilities is widely 
given as one of the major 
reasons for the drama- 
tically declining spectator 
attendances at semi-pro- 
fessional matches,” the 
report says. 

The Federation has re- 
commended a minimum 
seating capacity of 1500 
for the new First Division 
and 750 in the Second Di- 
vision. 

‘Other standards include 
fencing, elevated viewing, 
reserve benches, ground 
marshalls, car parking, 
score board, dressing 
rooms and amenities. 

(3) Strategically locate 
member clubs. 

The report lists the 
following guidelines in de- 
termining club member- 
ship: An even geographic 
distribution of clubs in the 
metropolitan area; an 
even distribution of first 
and second division clubs 
in the metropolitan area; 
the nature of the club’s 
support base should be 
matched with the nature of 
the population of its geo- 
graphic location; and 
availability of acceptable 
ground facilities. 

(4) Improve financial sup- 
port to member clubs. 


“All clubs are experien- 
cing rising costs such as 
player wages, transfers, 
insurance and falling in- 
come due to declining 
numbers of spectators 
and lack of sponsorship 
funds,"’ the report says. 

The Federation recom- 
mends ‘exploiting’ 
traditional revenue 
sources such as promo- 
tion of international match- 


es, licensing and franchis- 
ing agreements in respect 
of sports wear and equip- 
ment, sale of package 
advertising signage and 
Promotion of Soccer-re- 
lated activities. 

(5) Improve club admi- 
nistration by employing a 
full-time — secretarial-admi- 
nistration officer to service 
the requirements of the 
first division clubs. 

(6) Prevent fragmentation 


of the present support 
base of Soccer. 
The report —recom- 
mends: 
Semi-professional 
matches to be isolated 
from amateur, recreatio- 


nal and junior matches; 
the two divisions to be 
played on different days; 
some matches to be sche- 
duled on Friday and Satur- 
day nights under flood- 
lights; scheduling some 
matches on public holi- 
days; and some matches 


to be scheduled for 
Population areas not 
normally serviced by 
member clubs. 

(7) Consolidate and widen 
the ethnic support base. 


“With the decrease in 
migrant intake and with the 
gradual assimilation of the 
migrant population, a clear 
change of direction is war- 
tanted at club level,” the 
report says. 


According to the 
Federation, it is necessary 
to distinguish between the 
objectives of the game at 
the amateur and recratio- 
nal level which are partici- 
pant based, and the objec- 
tives of the game at semi- 
professional level which 
are spectator based.

QUEENSLAND’s major organiser of Indoor Soc- 
cer will sever ties with the National Soccer League 
In a move which could solve an awkward problem 
for the Queensland Soccer Federation. 

Kelth Sharrock, the man behind Brisbane’s NISL 
team the Bombers, announced this week he had be- 
come disillusioned with the national set-up and 
would become an independent organiser. 

A bitter Sharrock claimed he had been “used” by 
certain elements within Indoor Soccer and believed 
the game in Queensland would be much better 
served by pressing on by itself. 

“All the funding and sponsorships were directed 
towards the Sydney teams, we were getting nothing 
from them,” Sharrock said. 

“We felt we had been used and had no alternative 
but to pull out. The NISL was a big commitment and It 
resulted in us neglecting our own backyard. 

“From now on | am going to concentrate on the 
local competition and develop good strong 
leagues.” 

Sharrock’s decision to withdraw from the FIFUSA- 
affillated NISL and Queensland Indoor organisa- 
tlons removes the delicate issue which was certain 
to come to a head before the start of this year’s out- 
door season. 

The QSF last month named three players whose 
registrations would not be accepted this year in 
accordance to FIFA directions. The three players in- 
cluded Australian Indoor squad member Richie Bar- 
nard, a prominent XXXX League player with Ipswich 
United last year. 

Sharrock confirmed up to 15 QSF registered play- 
ers were actively involved in Indoor Soccer and who 
no doubt also could have been singled out by the 
QSF. 

But now there is no link with the FIFA-shunned 
FIFUSA, there should be no objection to outdoor 
players partaking in Indoor Soccer as a recreational 
activity. 

Sharrock has big plans to ensure the sport grows 
In Brisbane despite the severing of ties with the NISL.

ENGLISH Soccer sides 
will be a welcome sight 
In next season’s Euro- 
pean competitions, 
according to a survey of 
European Soccer 
chiefs. 

And the English clubs’ 
three-year exile — imposed 
after the Heysel Stadium riot 
in Brussels in May 1985 in 
which 39 people died — could 
end this year if the fans’ im- 
proved behaviour continued, 
UEFA, the ruling body of Euro- 
pean Soccer, announced this 
week. 

The rioting at the European 
Champions’ Cup final be- 
tween Liverpool and Juventus 
of Turin was started by the 
English fans, and most of the 
dead and injured were Italian. 

Yet Italian Soccer officials 
and observers are preparing 
to offer a welcoming hand to 


the English teams. 

“It's good news,” Juventus 
president Giampiero 
Boniperti said. 


“| have always maintained 
the absence of English clubs 
from the European competi- 
tions had reduced the import- 
ance and prestige of the Cups. 
| will be pleased to see them 
back.” 

Rome's Corriere Dello 
Sport magazine wrote: “‘It's 
an historic date for European 
Soccer. 

“For we ltalians it's im- 
possible to forget the Heysel 
Stadium tragedy, but English 
clubs have paid for it, they 
have paid more than the hooli- 
gans."* 

But UEFA's eventual deci- 
sion on May 3 will depend on 
the behaviour of the English 
fans in domestic games until 
then. 

And, if UEFA lifts the ban, it 
could be reinstated if the fans 
misbehave during the Euro- 
pean Championships in West 
Germany in June. 

A spokesman for the Ger- 
man Soccer Federation, 
Rainer Holzschuh, respected 
UEFA’s concern over the 
fans’ behaviour. 

“We would generally wel- 
come the return of English 
clubs, but UEFA makes the 
decision and we have to stick 
with it," he said. 

“The return of English clubs 
would raise the level of the 
three competitions. It would 
make them stronger and more 
attractive.” 

Belgian Soccer authorities, 
for whom Heysel was the last 
of several examples of Eng- 
lish fan violence, also have no 
objection to the return of the 
English teams. 

Dr Michael D'Hooghe, 
president of the Belgian Soc- 
cer Union, said: “For strictly 
‘sporting reasons, | wish Eng- 
lish Soccer clubs will quickly 
return.”

Wright donned All Whites

Things are expected to revert to normal after elections at the ACT annual meeting 
in five weeks. The ASIF official said no-one would be barred from standing. 

This is the second time in two months the national body has moved to take direct 
control of a state. In November the Queensland executive met the same fate after a 
dispute over the number of teams that would be sent to the national championships. 

If the ACT was in some strife administratively, it was still in good shape on the 
court, picking up two titles, including one — the under 19 boys — where it supplied

8. For the first time a 
Queensland school en- 
tered the competition.

great match against

There can be no goal 
fd rather hear, however 
this statement Is Invari- 
ably made with no plan 
of how to achieve it. Itis a 
tangible dream if you 
like. 

Don’t dismiss this 
dream but instead plan 
to make It come true. To 
do this you must divide 
your career up into small 
subgoals. 

By setting small fairly 
easily reached goals, 
psycholgists have time 
and time again demons- 
trated how they not only 
become more appeal- 
ing, they encourage 
People to work more 
quickly and with more 


first Is presented 
with the letters In a sing- 
le pile. The second with 


second competitor gets 
a small sense of 
achievement and a 
slight Inspiration. 

Always the second 
competitor finishes the 
work first. 

In your training use 
this knowledge to your 
advantage. 

For younger players 
Instead of trying to jug- 
gle 100 times without a 
miss, more reward and 
better progress will be 
made if you set a target 
of doing 20 consecutive 
juggles five times. 


The same work is 
done and the same im- 
provement will occur. 
Coaches can set work 
this way and progress Is 
less frustrating. 

Another way to use 
goals is when you play 
pick up games with your 
friends. 

In most of these 
games there is no real 
Purpose and no real 
pressure. This is the 
time to work on your 
game skills. 


Set yourelf a goal that 
will target one facet of 
your play which needs 
improving. 

The goal may be as 
simple as to make all 
your passes with your 
weak foot. Perhaps you 
may play the whole 
game using one touch or 
every second pass 
switch play. 

Doing this will mean 
you are not playing at 
your best and you might 
get a bit of stirring from 
your mates.

WITH the Oceania 
Olympic Qualifying 
play offs less than two 
months away, New 
Zealand coach Kevin 
Fallon will be reason- 
ably pleased by the 
continuing progress 
his team showed dur- 
ing the tied series 
against UEFA Cup hol- 
ders IFK Gothenburg, 
while recognising 
much work remains to 
be done. 

The All Whites qualified 
for the play offs by going 
through the formality of 
two games against West- 
ern Samoa; winning 7-0 in 
Apia and 12-0 in Auckland. 
The exercise was as futile 
for the Samoans as it was 
embarrassing for the Kiwis 
and did absolutely nothing 
for the cause of Soccer in 
Oceania. 


The Olympic record 
winning margin of 16 (set 
in 1908 and equalled only 
once, in 1912) looked to be 
well within the Kiwis’ 
sights when they led 8-0 at 
half time in the second leg 
but, not surprisingly, they 
lost their appetite for over- 
kill and what would have 
been a meaningless 
“feat” eluded them. 

The _ statistically-minded 
might like to note that New 
Zealand's goalscorers in 
Apia were Robert Ironside 
(3), Paul Halford, Mike 
McGarry, Andy Deeley 
and Danny Halligan. In 
Auckland, Kevin Hagan 
(4), Michael McGarry (3), 
Andy Deeley (3), Paul Hal- 
ford and Noel Barkley 
found the net. 


While recognising it is 
essential for smaller na- 
tions within the Oceania 
Confederation to feel part 
of the world Soccer com- 
munity, perhaps those 
FIFA executives respon- 
sible for organising future 
World Cups and Olympic 
Games would be wise to 
ponder upon the potential 
harm of such hidings for 
the minnows. 


Rather than risk similar
